Centres and Groups 


The arrangement whereby Great 
Britain is divided into regional areas, 
each represented on the Areas Joint 
Committee, which was put into opera- 
tion for the first time last year, has 
continued to function well. The 
meetings of this Committee have 
afforded good opportunities for the 
discussion of matters of general in- 
terest to Centres and Groups, and 
have been productive of some very 
useful suggestions. 

During the past year the Leicester 
Group has been granted full status 
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as a Centre, and four new Groups 
have been formed in Edinburgh, Hud. 
dersfield, Liverpool, and Tees-side 
The Council notes with satisfaction 
this formation of Groups in several 
chief cities where the Society had 
previously no such representation, 
The present lay-out of the Area 
Organisation, modified to include 
these developments, is shown below* 


Meetings During the Past Year 

During 1944 approximately 10 
meetings were held, including eight 
sessional meetings in London—a total 
never approached before in the 
history of the Society, and a result of 
the progressive increase in the 
number of Centres and Groups all 
anxious and able to hold meetings of 
their own. 

Features of the Sessional Meetings 
in London were the variety of meeting 
places, each adapted to the subject 
under discussion, and the arrange 
ment of joint meetings with other 
bodies. The Society visited in tum 
the lecture theatres of the Royal lh 
stitute of British Architects, the Royal 
Institution, the Royal Society of Arts, 
the Imperial College of Science, the

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Institution of Mechanical Engineers 
and the E.L.M.A. Lighting Service 
Bureau. 


The joint meeting with the Royal 
Institute of British Architects on 
January 18, when Mr. Alistair Mac- 
Donald and Mr. R. O. Ackerley intro- 
duced a discussion on “ The Place of 
Science in the Art of Lighting ” was 
a most enjoyable event. The joint 
meeting with the Science Masters 
Association on April 18, when a series 
of experiments illustrating the Pro- 
duction and Nature of Light, Funda- 
mental Principles of Illuminating En- 

ineering and the Advantages of Good 
fighting was arranged, attracted the 
largest audience at any sessional 
meeting held during recent years. It 
maped that joint efforts of this kind 
will be repeated and will become a 
regular feature of the 
future annual programmes. 


The address of the President for 
143-44 (Dr. H. Buckley) had inevit- 
ably been deferred until February, 
144, owing to his absence earlier on 
aspecial mission, so that the Society 

the gg experience of 
hearing two Presidential Addresses 
within a mage year. Dr. Buckley’s 
address on “ Some Eighteenth Century 
Contributions to‘ Photometry. and 
Illuminating Engineering” was fitly 
delivered in the historic lecture 
theatre of the Royal Institution. 


The address of the incoming Pre- 
sident (Mr. E. Stroud), which was 
delivered in accordance with the usual 
‘tradition at the opening meeting on 
October 10, 1944, contained an in- 
formative survey of the Society’s 
activities in past years and formed a 
send introduction to the new era on 
which it is now embarking. 


The Society was fortunate in re- 
ceiving, on the occasion of the Annual 
General Meeting on May 9, an address 
from Sir Charles Darwin, Director 
of the National pon ical Laboratory, 

took as his subject “Tolerances 
and their Effect on Physical Measure- 
Ments.” The warm appreciation of 
this address, generally expressed by 
Members, served to illustrate the

sical science or other 
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ordinary limits of illuminating 
engineering. 
The substantial increase in the 


number of meetings drranged by 
Centres and Groups, to which allusion 
has been made above, served to show 
how greatly the resources of the 
Society in regard to authorship have 
increased during recent years. It is 
now becoming usual for papers of 
p eanagy interest, including some of 
those delivered at sessional meetings 
in London, to be repeated elsewhere. 
Centres and Groups, however, find 
little difficulty in securing local con- 
tributors; informal gatherings, such 
as “brains trust” meetings, have 
again proved very popular. An event 
of special interest was the Conference 
on Lighting in Municipal Develop- 
ment arranged by the Birmingham 
Centre on September 29, 1944. Visitors 
were welcomed at the Council House 
by the Lord Mayor of Birmingham, 
and. addresses by Mr. R. O. Ackerley, 
Mr. J. G. Holmes and Councillor L. J. 
Potts emphasised the great oppor- 
tunities for lighting in connection 
with post-war development. This 
conference, which was opened by Dr. 
H. Buckley (President 1943-44) attrac- 
ted an audience of about 250, includ- 
ing mayors of 18 localities. 


The Centres have, indeed, not in- 
frequently been remarkably success- 
ful in securing the attendance at their 
meetings of leading representatives 
of local authorities. Another good 
instance occurred on December 7, on 
the occasion of the President’s visit to 
Swansea, when members were also 
entertained by the Mayor and the 
meeting received other influential 
support. . 


Other local meetings afforded good 
opportunities for co-operation with 
kindred bodies, such as the joint 
meeting in Birmingham with the Five 
Counties Architectural Association, 
the discussion on Mine Lighting 
arranged by the Newcastle Centre 
and the series of meetings arranged 
by the Nottingham Centre at which 
the standpoints of the scientist, the 
oculist, the architect and the lighting 
engineer were in turn expressed. 

The Centres and Groups profited by 
the unusual circumstances of two 
Presidential Addresses being delivered 
during the same calendar year, and 
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received frequent visits from both Dr. 
Buckley and Mr. Stroud. 


The Leon Gaster Memorial Premium 


In view of the fact that no paper of 
outstanding merit was read during 
the 1943-44 session, the award of the 
Leon Gaster Memorial Premium was 
suspended in 1944. Similarly, the 
award of the Silver Jubilee Com- 
memoration Award was in abeyance. 
The attention of the younger mem- 
bers of the Society is specially drawn 
to this award, for which there have 
been few applications during recent 
years. 


Publications 


It has been found possible to con- 
tinue the regular publication of the 
“Transactions ” in the present minia- 
ture form. The limitations imposed 
by paper restrictions have, however, 
become increasingly burdensome, in 
view of the continual growth in mem- 
bership and the increase in the 
amount of matter deserving of pub- 
lication. The situation has been 
somewhat eased by the plan adopted 
of only issuing copies to those mem- 
bers who make a specific request to 
receive them, but this iis only a partial 
solution. 


Similar conditions have aputied to 
“Light and Lighting,” which, so far, 
has been circulated to all members, 
and which has proved of considerable 
service in enabling supplementary 
information to be published regarding 
the activities of the Society. 


In addition to the printing, in’ the 
“Transactions,” of proceedings at 
sessional meetings, a paper entitled 
“Plastics in Modern Lighting,” read 
by Dr. D. Starkie before the Bath and 
Bristol Centre, was published in full. 
Original communications from Dr. 
T. C. Angus (“The Distribution of 
Light from Reading Lamps ”), Mr. H. 
G. W. Harding (“Filters to Colour- 
match Tungsten Filament Lamps with 
Sodium Vapour Lamps”), and Mr. P. 
J. Waldram (“The Sky Factor Value 
of Buildings”) have also appeared in 
the “ Transactions.”

The total cost of 
production of these pamphlets, ap 
proximately £450, has been almost 
completely recovered by sales in the 
course of last year.

These numbers are of the same 
order as those recorded for 1942 and 
1943, and represent a very substantial 
increase. By far the greater number 
of applications were for Corporate 
Membership, the number of applica 
tions as Associates being only about 
one-third of that recorded for the 
previous year. Thirteen new Sustain. 
ing Members were added. The dis 
tribution of this increase in member 
ship according to locality is illustrated 
in the accompanying table. This 
again reflects the important influence 
of the formation of Centres an 
Groups. The largest increase was 
secured by the Birmingham Centre, 
which also added five Sustaining 
Members to their list. It is note 
worthy that the five newly formed 
Grou in Edinburgh, Gloucester, 
Huddersfield, Liverpool, and Tees 
side together contributed approx 
mately one-third of the total increase 
in membership. ’ 

A new departure is made in this 
Report by the inclusion for the first 
time of a complete list of membes 
classified according to district. It will 
be noted that the exact aggregale 
number recorded in the books of the 
Society in December 31, 1944, was 
1,674, of whom 132 were Fellows and

Fellowship 


The names of nine members elected 
to Fellowship have been announced in 
the “Transactions” of the Society 
during the past year. The list has 
been diminished by the regretted 
death of one Fellow (Mr. H. Lingard). 
The net addition is accordingly eight, 
bringing the total on December 31, 
1944, to 132. 

The Council take this opportunity 
of thanking those members who have 
served on the Board of Fellows for the 
very careful and conscientious. man- 
ner in which they have discharged 
their difficult duties. 


Education in Illuminating Engineering 


The question of the future educa- 
tion of students and others desiring 
to make a career of illuminating 
engineering has been receiving care- 
ful study from one of the special com- 
mittees set up by the Council. The 
problem is associated with the status 
of members engaged in the practice 
of illuminating engineering, for whom 
some standard course of training and 
granting of a corresponding “hali 
mark” of proficiency are desirable. 
Other allied questions, such as the 
arrangement of courses of lectures on 
illumination at colleges, the possi- 
bility of promoting correspondence 
classes for those in remote districts, 
and the preparation of a standard 
textbook thereon are being explored. 

In the meantime the holding of the 
examination in illuminating engineer- 
oy Saeenes by the City and Guilds 
of London Institute is being continued, 
though the number of entrants in 
present circumstances is necessarily 
small. 

In two directions, noted in previous 
reports, educational effort has 
prospered—the essay competition for 
pupils at local schools, repeated last 
year by the Birmingham Centre with 
encouraging results, and the organ- 
isation of Christmas lectures for 
children. Christmas lectures, simi- 
lar to those initiated in Brad- 
ford in 1943, were last year under- 





taken in Leeds, Bradford, and at the 
Polytechnic, Regent-street, London, 
In each case the audience was 
keenly interested in “ The Marvels of 
Modern Lighting,” and the authorities 
concerned have expressed cordial 
appreciation of the efforts of the 
members concerned. 


Publications © with 
America 

The arrangement whereby secre 
taries of Centres receive copies of the 
“ Transactions ” and “ Light and Light. 
ing” for the use of local members 
has recently been extended. The 
Illuminating Engineering Society in 
the United States, has cordially wel- 
comed a proposal for an exchange of 
publications. Copies of their journal, 
“Tlluminating Engineering,” were 
accordingly dispatched to all Centres 
registered in 1944, a corresponding 
number of our publications being sent 
to regional areas in America. ‘The 
Council is now endeavouring to bring 
about an extension of this useful pro 
cedure, which may enable all existing 
Centres and Groups to receive copies 
of “Illuminating Engineering ”"— 
number of copies of British publica 
tions sent to America being corre 
spondingly increased. Great import 
ance attaches to this effort to make 
known to members of each Society 
what the other one is doing. 

A difficulty already experienced, 
however, by some Centres, is the pi 
vision of a suitable site where 
and other publications concerned 
with illuminating engineering may be 
stored and readily inspected by mem- 
bers. In Leicester this problem has 
been happily solved by the generous 
action of the Leicester Corporation in 
pane at the disposal of the S

Exchange of 


The 1.E.S. Code 
A Fourth Edition of the IES. Code, 
embodying certain alterations in 
values, has been issued. The modifi 
cations relate chiefly to the lighting 
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of school «.1ssrooms, where a some- 
what high: -tandard than that pre- 
yiously specified is now adopted. | 
Considerable progress has been 
made by the standing committee 
ible for the general revision 
of the Code, to which reference has 
been made in recent annual reports. 
It will be recalled that the basic 
changes in view have three main 
objects: the incorporation of suit- 
che clauses relating to natural light- 
ing, the provision for the addition of 
sections dealing more fully with 
“quality” of lighting, and the pro- 
vision of data revealing the scientific 
background to the values of illumina- 
tion specified. 


Codes of Practice 


Members of the Society have con- 
tinued to serve on the D.S.I.R. Com- 
mittee, comer under the aegis of 
the Ministry of Works, and concerned 
with the lighting of post-war build- 
ings, and have taken a leading part 
in the work of its two sub-committees 
concerned respectively with natural 
and artificial lighting. 

The Report of this Committee had 
not been issued by the end of 1944, 
but its trend has been indicated by 
the t Code on the Lighting of 
Houses and Schools, issued for discus- 
sion in September last by the British 
Standards Institution. This Code, 
which has attracted considerable 
interest, was prepared by the Codes 
of Practice Committee formed by the 
Ministry of Works, on which the 
Society has likewise been invited to 
be represented. 


Research 
The meetigadion, undertaken by a 
committee of the Society into the 


Brightness and Legibility of Signs, 
mentioned in the last annual report, 

_now been concluded. The 
Society has received the warm thanks 
of the Ministry of Transport for the 
valuable work undertaken on their 


The constitution of the proposed 
Central Research Committee, for the 
purpose of initiating and co-ordinating 
researches of interest to the Society, 
has been the subject of further con- 
sideration by the Council. The frame- 
work of such a committee, with con- 
nections to other kindred organisa- 


tions, has been prepared. For the 
time being, however, a small panel 
has been appointed to deal with any 
special problems that may arise in 

the Society 


e near future. 
During the past i% 
has nominated Dr. J. W. T. Walsh as 
its representative on the Parliament- 
ary and Scientific Committee, a body 
which receives the support of many 
societies of standing, and which, as its 
name implies, is well placed to safe- 
guard the interests of science in con- 
nection with public affairs. 


Proposed Appointment of Secretary 


The development of the plans 
formed for the future will demand 
the revision and extension of the 
present administrative machinery, 
which has served the Society well for 
many years, but is evidently not 
adapted to deal with its continually 
increasing membership and expand- 
ing activities. 

As a commencement the Council 
has decided upon a redistribution of 
present items of expenditure, which 
will not involve any material aggre- 

ate increase, but will make the 

ciety entirely responsible for rent, 
clerical assistance, and all other 
routine headquarters expenses. This 
new arrangement will come into 
effect from January 1, 1945, onwards, 
when the tenancy of the offices at 32, 
Victoria-street will be transferred to 
the name of the Society. 

As previously announced, the 
Council has also invited application 
for the post of a full time paid 
secretary, who, it is hoped, will ulti- 
mately take full charge of the ad- 
ministration. The appointment was 
advertised both in the Society’s pub- 
lications and elsewhere, and resulted 
in a considerable number of applica- 
tions which the Council is now con- 
sidering. 


Increase in Subscriptions 


After full consideration by the 
Council, and discussion by the Areas 
Joint Committee, the position was 
explained to members by means of a 
age circular, followed by a special 
etter signed by the President, in 
which proposals for increases in sub- 
scriptions were set out.

INCOME AND EXPENDITURE ACCOUNT

vote on December 12, and will take 
effect from January 1, 1945, onwards. 
No specified increase in the minimum 
subscription paid by sustaining mem- 
bers was proposed, but it is hoped 
that a generous response will be made 
to the appeal that has been addressed 
to them on this subject. 


Financial Position 

In the Accounts accompanying this 
Report the practice of including, in 
italics at the side, corresponding 
figures for the previous year has 
again been followed, thus facilitating 
comparison between results for 1943 
and 1944. 

There has again been an increase 
in the income from. subscriptions, 
which has risen from £2,945 to £3,224. 
On the other hand, the extending 
activities of the Society and the in- 
creased cost of materials have been 
responsible for some added expendi- 
ture, and the growing number of 
Centres and Groups is reflected in 
their increased allocation. 

The expenditure on Lighting Recon- 
struction Pamphlets in 1943 (£105), 
and in 1944 (£340) has been very 
nearly recovered from sales (£425), a 
satisfactory result when it is recalled 
that, in addition to those sold a con- 
siderable number were circulated free 
to public authorities and others whom 
it was desired to interest. 

It must again be emphasised that 
results under present conditions are 
more favourable than could be ex- 
pected in normal years, since many 
items of expenditure which the 
Society would gladly sanction—such 
as those involved in the extension 
and development of the Transac- 
tions—are prevented by the restric- 
tions inevitably imposed during the 
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war period. It is felt, therefore, that 
advantage should be taken of theg 
temporary financial conditions, ang 
the sum of £500 has accordingly 

set aside as a reserve against future 
office and administration expenditure, 


Future Developments 

The year on which we are now 
embarking may well prove to be an 
important one in the history of the 
Society. With the return ‘of peace 
there will be many new possibilities 
which cannot be exploited at present, 
All that is possible now is to pave 
the way for the future. 

The numerous suggestions received 
in response to the questionnaire 
addressed by the President in 1942-4 
to members have proved most helpful, 
and the Council will gladly consider 
any other ideas in regard to post-war 
developments. 

Members are also reminded that the 
programme of papers for the coming 
session is now being prepared. Offers 
of papers, particularly those sum. 
marising the results of original work, 
or suggestions in regard to subjects 
for discussion will be welcome. 


In conclusion the Council desires 
once more to thank all those Members 
who have devoted much time and 
effort to the Society’s welfare, as 
officers, as members of committees, 
and in other ways. Without this large 
measure of voluntary effort it wo 
be quite impossible to maintain the 
Society’s extending activities. On the 
maintenance and expansion of such 
effort further progress in the future 
will necessarily depend.
